Potsdam, Germany, August 28.—

here today in a clash between com- 
munists and monarchists. 

Thirty thousand communists jour- 
meyed here from Berlin to hold a 
meeting’ to protest against the as- 
-sassinatoin of Mathias Erzberger and 
during their demonstration they 
clashed with the monarchists. 

The safety police were called out 
and they were obliged to fire. The 
, bullets killed two ‘reds.” A sniper 
shot another “red” dead. 

After the outbreak the communist 
succeeded in parading, afterwards 
entraining in good order for Berlin. 

The trouble started when soldiers 
of the Reichswehr tore up a num- 
- ber of red flags precipitating a fist 
fight in which the safety police in-

Every time I come to New York 
{ and my fellow-passengers, Amer- 
ican as well as’ British, exclaim, 
“How it hag changed!” K. 

The big buildings are always 
there, in their proper places, and the 
new ones, especially uptown, do not 
at first obtrude themselves on your 
notice, but at each new visit you 
instintively feel that something has 
altered, that you either miss a fa- 
miliar sight or an old feature, or 
that the aspect of a street or dis- 
trict has undergone some subtle 
change. a 

This time the new change for me 
is in the noise—the voice of the 
city.

London, August 28.—Members of 
the Dail Eireann have received an 
intimation that there will be noj| 
further meetings of the Irish par-] 
liament for the present, but that 
the Sinn Fein cabinet will conduct 
the peace negotiations until neces- 
sity for a full meeting of the par- 
liament arises. Many of the mem- 
bers are already on the way to 
their homes. 

The conversations between Lloyd- 
George and De Valera are expect- 
ed to continue, and it is probable 
that a reply.to Lloyd-George’s note 
in answer to De Valera will be dis- 
patched by the Irish leaders. early 
this week, 

The British premier’s reply, fo)- 
lowed by his speech at Barnsley, 
which reiterated in strong terms 
that Ireland has been offered “more 
than was ever offered in previous 
history,” is now being considered 
by the Sinn Fein leaders. In many 
quarters it is thought that Lloyd- 
George's reply may force De Vale- 
ra to g0 to his own people in a 
plebiscite on the ‘question of ac- 
ceptance or rejection of the gov- 
ernment’s peace proposals. 

Indications Quiet. 
If outward appearances are any 
indication of the general sentiment 
in Sinn Fein, the Irish people have 
no fear of any immediate termina- 
tion of the negotiations and rever- 
sion to warfare. Nowhere is there 
a tightening of the military lines. 
Membere of the Irish republican 
army still stroll about the streets 
of Dublin apparently unconcerned 
over the future.

In this connection, Lloyd George’s 
Barnsley speech was delivered with 
one eye on the attitude of Ulster, 
his declaration that “the most cruel 
and most terrible civil war the 
island has ever seen,” would result 
from complete severance of Ireland 
from the United Kingdom, and his 
appeal to “clear aside prejudices,” 
being taken as a warning to Ulster 
quite as distinctly as to Sinn Fein.

Washington, August 28.—Presi- 
dent Harding, within the next few 
weeks, will call a national confer- 
ence in Washington to cOmbat the 
unemployment crisis. A better un- 
derstanding must be reached, the 
president believes, between workers 
and employers, if the present dissat- 
isfaction of labor ig not to be in- 
creasingly fanned by lack Of em- 
ployment. 

The move 


is the first On a 
pretentious scale to be under- 
taken since former President 
Wilson called an industrial confer- 
ence in the fall of 1918. Wilson 
was unable personally to address or 
co-operate with that conference, be- 
cause of his illness, and it later 
virtually collapsed through with- 
drawal of the labor representation. 
_ President Harding, however, at- 
taches both hope and great impor- 
tance to the gathering he will call 
in September. He will personally 
set forth his expectations in an ad- 
dress to the conference on its open- 
ing day, laying down the principles 
upon which the-government seeks to 
remedy the present labor situation. 
Hoover at War. 

In anticipation of this, he has 
asked’ Secretary of Commerce Hoo- 
ver to draft a worakble program 
which will keep the representation 
at the conference down to the min- 
imum. compatible with prompt and 
effective negotiation, and, at the 
same time, see that vitally affect- 
ed elements. in the situation are 
given a hearing. Hoover expects 
to have plans for the conference 
ready for submission to Harding 
within ten days. 

Hoover will co-operate with Sec- 
etary of Labor Davia on the ques- 
tion of labor representation, All 
sections of the. cdi will be rec- 
ognized in the conference and rep- 
resentaitves of the greater employ- 
ment industries will be called. 

For some time the question of 
unemployment has been a subject of 
increasing concern to the adminis- 
tration. Hoover already has ap- 
pealed* to the different states’ to 
embark upon road construction pro- 
grams as -a means of giving those 
without work something to do. In 
addition, he has numerous volunteer 
committees at work on a gigantic 
program of standardized house- 
building, in the hope of getting a 
nation-wide building era launched 
in the near future as a boon to the 
workers. 

Pian Broad Study. 

In explaining the object of the 
national unemployment conference

Passenger Rates 


To Florida Will 
Drop 10 Per Cent 


Reduction for Atlantans Will 
Comé Through Opening of 
Suwanee River Route. 


Passenger rates between Atlanta 
and Tampa and St. Petersburg and 
other resorts on the West Coast of 
Florida will be reduced approximate- 
ly two dollars through the opening 
of the Suwanee river route, consist- 
ing of the Southern Railway system 
between Atlanta and Hampton, Fla., 
and the Seaboard Air line between 
Hampton and St. Petersburg, over 
which the Southern and Seaboard 
have announced they will operate a 
through train, to be known as the 
“Suwanee River Special,” beginning 
early in November, and running be- 
tween Cincinnati and St. Peters- 
burg, via Chattanooga, Atlanta, Ma- 
con, Valdosta, Hampton and Tampa. 

It is understood that the reduction 
in rates will apply to all territory 
north and west of Atlanta, ineluding 
points north of the Ohio river from 
which there is a very heavy: tourist 
travel to the West Coast of Florida 
every winter. Southern cities, such 
as Birmingham, Chattanooga, Mem- 
phis, Nashville, Knoxville and Louls- 
ville will get the same reduction: 
as Atlanta. 

Opens Short Route. 

The “Suwanee River Sepecial” will 
be the first through train ever oap- 
erated over this route, which is the 
short line between the west coast 
of Florida and Atlanta and all 
points beyond. , 

The short line distance between 
Atlanta and Tampa is 488 miles, 
made up of the Southern between 
Atlant- and Hampton, 328 miles, and 
the Seaboard between Hampton and 
Tampa, 160 miles. At the present 
time. however,-no through rates ap- 
ply via this route for points north 
of Macon, all rates between west 
coast points and territory north of 
Macon heing made via Jacksonville, 
despite the fact that the distance 
between Atlanta and Tampa, for ex- 
ample, is fifty-four miles longer via 
Jacksonville than by Hampton. 


While passengers can take ad- 
| vantage of the short route by going 
toHampton and buying tickets from 
that pointto desination, it is under- 
stood that this practice has been 
practically unknown, tourists and 
other passengers from a distance! 
having gone by the Jacksonville 
gate-way almost exclusively, on ac- 
count of the more cenvenient train 
service and ticketing and baggage 
checking arrangements heretofore 
available by that city.

STRIKE BALLOTS 


Five Men Fall as Shots 
Are Fired in Fight in 
Logan County Sunday 
Morning.

State Police Retire After 
Encounter—2,000 Armed 
Miners Reported Ready 
for Battle. 


State Police Feeadquarters, Ethel, 
W. Va., August 28.—Five men fell 
in an encounter early this morn- 
ing between an armed band and 
state troops on Beach creek, LOgan 
county, near the Boone-Logan coun- 
ty line, Captain J. R. Brockus, com- 
manding state police and deputy 
sheriffs, reported this afternoon. 
There was much shooting on either 
side, he said. Whether all the men 
who fell were, killed, Captain 
Brockus was unable to state. ,. He 
added that after his men had seen 
those who had fallen picked up and 
carried away by their companions, 
the state troopers and deputies re- 
tired because some of their number 
were in .civilian clothes and it was 
difficult to distinguish them in the 
darkness from the men comprising 
the armed band. The clash was at 
close range, dccording to Captain 
Brockus’ report, the men firing at 
each other when but eight to ten 
feet apart. Prior to the fight, Cap- 
tain Brockus said, eleven prisoners 
had been taken by the patrolling 
party which set out from Logan 
yesterday, ostensibly toward Blair 
and Sharples. Four of thé prisoners 
escaped during the engagement, it 
was said, and one of them ts be- 
lieved to have been killed. Captain 
Brockus was atthe head of the ad- 
vance guard of troopers and depu- 
ties. It. was this @étachment, com-., 
prising twelve men, that engaged 
the armed band. The patrol, while 
proceeding toward Sharples, Captain 
Brockus reported. ran across «five 
menonfoot. All were armed with 
rifles and one had a shotgun, he 
said. 

“We called tpon tilese- men to 
disarnm,“which they did,” the cap- 
tain continued. “We placed them 
under arrest and proceeded down the 
road. Further on, we met two au- 
tomobiles and’ placed six additional 
armed men under arrest. 

“With the eleven prisoners we 
marched on toward Sharples and 
came upon another squad of five 
men. Someone called to us that we 
would not be allowed to pass. We 
called upon them to surrender their 
arms, but received in reply a volley 
of shots, 

“Our men returned the fire and, in 
the fight, five men fell to the ground. 
We waited until we saw that they 
were picked up and carried away, 
and then decided to discontinue the 
advance for the present. It was 
very dark and some of our deputies 
were in civilian elothes, hampering 
our distinguishing them.” 

Captain Brockus could not defi- 
nitely state whether the five men 
were killed, but intimated that 
“probably four” were killed. 

He said that he had talked with a 
man whocame from Sharples after 
the battle had taken place and this 
man said that “some miners were 
killed,” but was unable to tell 
whether all five of the men had 
been fatally wounded. 

Captain Brockus said that later 
reports from Sharples indicated that 
the state police had “played in 
luck” in stopping where they did. 

“We learned from Sharples that 
there were between 1,500 and 2,000 
armed miners waiting for us to walk 
into a trap,” Captain Brockus sald, 
“and if we had advanced, it seems 
assured a very serious situation 
would have developed.” 

All along, the way, .the state po- 
lice officer explained, “pot shota” 
were being. taken at the officers 
from men hidden in houses and in 
ambush.

“Open Slap” Jeni 
Seen in Bombing 
Of Two Theaters

Chicago, August 28.—Mysterious 
bomb explosions in two Chicago 
theaters early Sunday are believed 
to be the forerunner of a bitter la- 
bor warfare against the American 
“Burlesque association and the Co- 
lumbia Amusement company, which 
organizations control seventy-six 
burlesque houses. throughout-the 
country. ‘ 
The issue is the “open shop.” 
These two burlesque wheels have 
taken the initiative in bringing 


| about “normalcy” in the show busi- 


ness. They say they can’t “p ay 
to the business” this season, ‘which 
opens September 1, without cutting 
the cost of theater tickets. To ac- 
complish this, they assert, wages 
must be slashed. So a week ago 
they decided to do without union 
stage hands and musicians because 
they would not accept a 25 per cent 
wage reduction. Stage hands have 
been receiving $60 a week, musi- 
cians $62. 

Organized labor promptly  retal- 
iated. Billboards all over thiscity 
were plastered with announcements 
of the “lock out” and suggesting 
certain theaters be not patronized. 

Early Sunday bombs were explod- 
ed almost simultaneously jn two of 
the theaters named in the billboard 
advertisements—the Columbia, in 
the heart of the downtown district, 
and the Star and Garter. Seven 
persons. were injured, none serious- 
ly. Back stage at the Columbia 
was wrecked and several hundred 
windows in: the vicinity were blown 
out. Simitar ddmage was done to 
the other theater. 

The police were bereft of clews, 
except the discovery that the bombs 
were of clock-like mechanism. No 
arrests were made. 

. EF. Lawrence, manager of. the 
Columbia. told the United News that 
he had an idea who placed the 
bombs. He said that the theaters 
would open on the scheduled date, 
regardless. 

“IT anticipate a bad season for 
'burlesque shows all over the coun- 
try,” he said. “The reasons will 
be three: General business condi- 
tions, labor trouble and prohibition. 

“Prohibition is playing havoc 
with our game. Men don’t come 
downtown any more... They Stay 
home, play. poker and drink. heme 
brew. Our crowd is in the‘ the- 
aters by 8:15 p. m. now—used. to 
come in anv time before the final 
eurtain. Traveling salesmen and 
emall town business men don’t ‘come 
to town’ like thev used to. The old 
svirit of convivality is no more. 
Stay-at-homes are growing in num- 
bers. I’ve been in this game thirty 
years, and I know.” 


Alleged Confession 
Fails to Save Life 
Of Condemned Man

London, August 28.—The rebels 
in the Calicut district have increas- 
ed to 15,000 and the area of the re- 
bellion has been extended, says a 
dispatch to The Daily Mail from All- 
ahabad. 

The expectation of famine is due 
to disorganization in trade and com- 
munication.

BiG RAIL EARNINGS 
EXPLAINED BY Ghicts 


Washington, August 28.—Increas- 
ed earnings of the ratlroads dur- 
ing the first six months of the year 
were attributed, in-a statement is- 
sued today by the Association: of 
Railyway Executives, to reductions 
in operating expensés and to post- 
ponement of expenditures that must 
be made jf the roads are to be ade- 
quately maintained. “The increase 
in earnings,” the statement said, 
“was due largely to a decrease in 
expenses such as would have to 
be resumed if business were to re- 
vive toward normal].”’ 

Fewer trains were run, less coal 
used and fewer men employed, with- 
out, however, any reduction of 
wages,’ according to the statement, 
there 
was a reduction in the amount of 
material used, such as ties, rails and 
other track material, and that fewer 
bad order cars and engines were put 
into condition. 

“It should be borne in mind,” the 
statement said, “that the first six 
months of 1921 showed no relief to 
the railroads from any reduction in 
basic wages, nor from any change in 
rules and working conditions. 

Beginning July 1, a wage reduc- 
tion of approximately 12 per cent 
went into effect, and some progress 
is being made toward working con- 
ditions conducive to greater efficien-: 
cy and economy. The second six 
months of 1921 should,’ therefore, 
show an improvement over the first 
six months.”’ 

The number of railway employees, 
the statement said, was smaller in 
March than for any period since the 
fiscal year of 1915. During the first 
quarter of 1921, the average number 
was 1,691,471, compared with 1,993,- 
74 for the corresponding year of 
1920. 

For the six months’ period the ex- 
penses of maintenance of ways 
were reduced 17.3 per cent, the 
statement said, while maintenance 
expenses of equipment were cut 9.2 
per cent. 

Traffic has fallen off at a great- 
er rate than transportation  ex- 
penses, the statement said, “because 
a large part of the train schedules 
must be maintained whatever traf- 
fic may be offered.”

That state today is marketinz 
an authorized issue of $5,000,000 
worth of state 544% serials for the 
purpose, as fixed by the last leg- 
islature, “of improving her state 
institutions.” 

Approximately $1,000,000 is be- 
ing spent right now in additions 
to the agricultural college; nearly 
three quarters of a million in im- 
provements to her university, etc. 
In the meantime not only does 
Mississippi provide annual main- 
tenance funds of $1,000,000 for her 
higher educational . institutions, 
but she puts $4,000,000 a year from 
the state into common schools in 
her 82 counties, while the counties 
themselves impose _ additional 
three-mill levies for their schools. 
Mississippi is purely an agri- 
cultural state. She has no nat- 


enues into the state. She has no 
large cities. She has a popula- 
tion of 1,100,000 less than Georgia, 
and her colored population is more 
than 50 per cent of the total. She 
imposes only an ad valorem tax. 
And yet it has been left to 
Mississippi te set the whole na- 
tion a new pace in providing the 
ways and means for the youth of 
the state to better equip them- 
selves, through educational and 
vocational training, for the re- 
sponsibilities of life. 

Mississippi has set Georgia an 
example in progress that every 
person in the state might . well 
take heed. ' ’

port the British. Whenever Japanesé 
policy became too aggressive for 
British liking, then presure: could 
be exerted upon the Japanese 
through the medium of the Ameri- 
cans. 

It was this way the British play- 
ed President Wilson off against the 
French on the Rhine, the Poles in 
Silesia and the Italians in Fiume 
at the Paris conference. This is the 
supreme art of British foreign pol- 
icy and the European world knows 
that in the foreign field the British 
have no rival in diplomacy, What 
Lloyd-George is now proposing is an 
alliance which would, in thé very 
nature of things, be controlled by 
the British, who would have a cast- 
ing vote as between the United 
States and Japan. 

The difficulty is that we are go- 
ing to the Washington conference 
as we went to that at Paris, with no 
clear objective, simply translatable 
into the language and methods of 
international conferences. When 
Lleyd-George talks of an Anglo- 
Japanese-American alliance, Mr. 
Huszhes and the state department 
respond by the declaration that this 
proposal is inacceptable, what we 
are seeking is to establish prin- 
ciples and outline policies. But this, 
after all, is pretty close to the posi-. 
tion of Mr. Wilson at Paris. 


Japan is coming to Washington 
with a fixed purpose, which is to 
maintain her present position in the 


Far East. Great Britain is coming 
with the avowed purpose of procur- 
ing an alliance, which will enable 
her to avoid naval competition with 
the United States, escape having to 
choose between American friendship 
and a Japanese alliance and, final- 
ly gain for herself real mastery in 
the Far East by creating an alli- 
ance in which she is bound to have 
the deciding influence. 

But so far as one is yet permitted 
to see American policy, we are out 
to establish certain abstract prin- 
ciples, the open door, the integrity 
of China, the independence of Si- 
beria. Certainly we have not now 
fourteen points, at most there are 
not more than half a dozen, but 
the whole conception is disquieting- 
ly like that of Mr. Wilson at Paris. 
Europe is naturally and logically 
seeking certain specific special ad- 
vantages, we appear to be out to 
vindicate or establish certain~prin- 
ciples, more than one of them quite 
of the same order as “the freedom 
of the seas” of blessed memory.

-Afriea, to exclude: from this area 
the territories which have actually 
passed to the control of European 
owers. This would mean Hong 
ong and all the British holdings, 
it would mean Korea, Shantung and 
the Port Arthur peninsula for the 
Japanese. It would mean the Philip- 
pines and Hawaii for ourselves. 


Would Be Collisions. 
This, however, would be only a 
passing compromise, for there would 
soon be collisions, just as there were 


between French and German aspira- 
tions on the Ubanghi, French and 
British on the .Nile and the Niger. 
It would amount to more than the 
fixing of a point of departure for 


‘new economic imperialistic aspira- 


tions. It would establish what had 
been done in the past but it would 
have little or no real value for the 
future. 

Or do we mean to undertake to 
defend the integrity of China in fact 
and not on, paper? The vice of all 
our conception lies in the belief 
that paper agreements have any 
value whatsoever, save only when 
they are backed by such force as 
makes it too expensive to violate 
them. If the United States gctually 
means to stand for a policy of the 
independence of China, then we must 
be prepared to undertake in fact 
and by arms the guarantee of that 
integrity of China which alone can 
insure independence, 

The British way is an alliance, 
witich means a division, it is the 
European way, the traditional meth- 


o4 which the British have always 
employed more skillfully than any 
of their rivals. Rome used to di- 
vide its enemies and rules, Britain 
divides her allies and prevails. 
There is nothing morally reprehen- 
sible or legally wrong about the 
method. It is no more than a legiti- 
mate guarding of essential nation- 
al interests. It strives always to 
avoid the use of forces, but it al- 
ways carries with it the possibility 
of the use of this force as the de- 
cisive element in a conflict between 
two fairly evenly balanced camps. 

If we undertake to vindicate prin- 
ciples and establish policies, we 
find ourselves in the end 
empty-handed and committed to all 
sorts of entangling responsibilities, 
just as we did at Paris. Unless we 
make up our mind what. we want, 
not.in terms of documentary decla- 
ration, but the precise tangible and 
material facts, the Washington con- 
ference m*y prove:for us a disaster, 
where the Paris assembly was only 
a warning.

WISDOM OF THE ELDERS. 

The young man’s fancy turns to 
thoughts of health in so far as this 
may be necessary -in his ambitions to 


achieve athletic success or at least 
manifest in the evident enthusiasm 
youths show for the numerous phy- 
sical culture faddists and their freak 
teachings @bout health and healing. 
The young Woman is interested in 
hygiene and health in so far as 
study of an obedience of the laws 
of hygiene may seem necessary to 
maintain or gain a good complexion 
and a good figure. It is only after 
35 that men and women become se- 
riously interested in the art of keep- 
ing well. All the recognized author- 
ities on the subject are of mature 
age. Nobody will concede that a 
mere youth can teach one how to, 
keep well. 


It is queer about this. A youth 
may have perfect health himself and 
a philosophy of health which is ever 


so sound, yet he is no prophet. 
Whereas a mature Man may have a 
philosophy of longevity which the 
world accepts as conclusive, al- 
though the man himself succumbs to 
premature death from organic degen- 
eration, as Metchnikoff did. I men- 
tion this, not because I hold that a 
doctor must take his own medicine 
or heal himself, but just to show 
how contrary people are about such 
matters. 

In studying the recoknized author- 
ities and exponents of the art of liv- 
ing long, which of course implies 
keeping well, it is remarkable that 
every one of these philosophers with- 
out exception condemns overeating 
or counsels degrees of abstemious- 
ness varying from mere temperance 
to fasting. This is no modern cir- 
cumstance. Louis Cornaro, 400 years 
before Metchnikoff, preached and 
practiced temperance in eating which 
must have been deemed almost sul- 
cidal in -his day, and was still vigor-

The early uneasiness 
has changed to confidence, the mental depression has been transformed 
into optimism and because of her men and their proven power to over- 
come obstacles, Atlanta stands today upon the threshold of her period 
of greatest prosperity and growth. That statement is not a mere plati- 
tude. There are facts and indications a-plenty to substantiate it, Let’s 
see just what these facts and indications are: 

° First—Diversified Manufactories. 

There are some who glibly talk of big payrolls—meaning great fac- 
tories; but even a casual survey will prove conclusively that many small 
payrolls are far preferable because no commercial earthquake can shake 


| them all, and there is not a single big industry in the country that has 


not been badly upset. It’s true that our factories have suffered most, 
but mighty few have gone under and all are looking forward to a favor- 
able fall business. ‘ 
Second—Distribution. 
More than five hundred foreign corporations alone distribute their 
products through an Atlanta office. During the summer, orders have 


i not been plentiful, but in many lines good salesmen have kept the pot 


boiling and it is generally true that the mental attitude of buyers through- 
out our teritory is becoming tuned up to putting their names on the 
dotted lines. 

Third—Retail Merchandising. 

For some time many merchants persisted in comparing money 
volume of sales with 1920 without realizing that they were using a false 
Standard. Now they are compating merchandise volume and the results 
look better. They are adopting new methods of merchandising and they 
find the dutlook not fair, but good. 


Fourth—Automobiles. 


No one can doubt that the season has been bad; neither can any- 
one doubt that, had conditions been even normal, the game could not 
have proceeded long.on the basis it was being played. Now, with the 
weaknesses eliminated and the salesmen actually trying to sell cars rather 
than merely taking orders, the. fall outlook is by no means bad, and by 
winter it will be better than fair. , ; 


Fifth—Finatce. 


The banks generally report the atmosphere free from fog, with 
Substantial means to handle the crops. Very few Georgia banks have 
failed and, of the failures, many were caused by defalcations -and are 
rapidly being opened. Not a single reserve bank closed its doors. More 
}money is being loaned today on Atlanta real estate than for a long time. 

Sixth—Building. 

Atlanta led all southern cities in building permits in July and for 
seven months of 1921 exceeded an equal period of 1919 by a million 
and a half. 

! Seventh—Unemployment. 

Naturally this condition must follow industrial contraction, but gov- 
ernment figures show Atlanta has fewer unemployed than any major city 
in the country. We have had very little more actual distress from this 
cause than normally. : 

So fundamentally sound are the foundations of Atlanta that while 
her growth and prosperity may be retarded by general commercial trou- 
bles, though her municipal government is somewhat antiquated, her 
men and her women will see to it that her material prosperity and 
growth are not stopped and at the proper time they will clothe her in 
a new municipal dress in keeping with the times.

‘one of the busy plants of this eity 
these days. It is installing heating 
plants in many different sections of 
the south. S. P. Moncrief, president 
of the company, says that everybody 
connected with the organization, 
from the truck driver to the presi- 
dent, is busy. They have just com- 
pleted a big heating plant in a school 
building in Tennessee. They are in-

Mr. Moncrief was in South Caro- 
lina last week. He closed a con- 
tract for’ another big school job, 
went on a little farther and sold 
several nice residence contracts, and 
made estimates for a half dozen 
more jobs which he expects to close 
in a few days.

naval and military establishments. 

“The American- Federation of 
Viabor bellfeves this. movement will 
ibe «welcomed by the toilers every- 
where, but it should not be the prov- 
4ncé of the wage earners merely to 
observe. They have the right to be 
participants in determining a aueé- 
tion that so deeply affects their 
Jives, their rights and their inter- 
ests.

The property levied 
On has been advertised to be sold by 
the sheriff on September 6, but the 
proceedings brought by the bonde- 
men will likely stop this procedure 
and the case will go on trial at the 
September term of Chattooga supe- 
rior court, which convenes on Sep- 
tember 12. 

Auditors have been at work for 
several days on the books of the 
Bank of Commerce, of Summerville, 
and the books and records of Tax 
Collector Glenn. 

The defense file@ by the bonds- 
men is as follows in part: 

“Deponent has never had an op- 
portunity to appear in any court 
and make defense prior to the issu- 
ance of said execution. 

“Deponent shows that no part of 
said sum for which said execution 
issued was collected or misappropri- 
ated or converted to his own per- 
sonal use by the said A. H. Glenn as 
tax coliector after affiant became 
Obligated on said bond, and that 
this deponent is in no way liable 
under said bond for any part of the 
alleged shortage of said tax collec- 
tor. 

“Deponent charges that said exe- 
cutiom did issue illegally and is 
proceeding illegally for the sum of 
$500 attorney’s fees. 

“Deponent charges that said exe- 
cution did issue illegally and is 
proceeding illegally for ‘future in- 
terest on principal at 20 per cent 
per annum.’” 

The bondsmen filing the defense 
are J. P. Agnew, John S. Cleghorn, 
C. C. Cleghorn, G. B. Phillips and 
N. K. Bitting. Several of the new 
bondsmen were also on the old bond, 
and are therefore liable for any 
Shortage either in 1920 or 14921. 


Hays Would Make 
P. O. Savings Bank 
More Profitable 


Washington, August 28.—Post- 
master-General Will Hays would 
tnake’the Postal Savings bank both 
more popular and more profitable. 
To this end, in connection with. re- 
organization of the postal sayings 
system, the administration will sup- 
port the Steenerson bill, introduced 
in the house just before the recess, 
which provides: 

Increase in the interest rates paid 
depositors from 2 per cent, as at 
present, to 3 per cent per annum. 

Increase in the maximum deposit 
allowed from $2,500 to $3.000. 

Abolition of the minimum age 
limit, now 10 years years, of de- 
positors. 

Authorization of joint and trust 
accounts. 

Termination of the practice of 
surrendering deposits and receiving 
in lieu thereof United States coupon 
and registered bondé. 

Administrative changes already 
are being made, Hays discloses. so 
that deposits may be made in vastly 
more than the 6,300 gets ig 9 now 
authorized to aceept funds. Methods 
of computig interest also are being 
revised so ag to permit depositors 
to receive interest on funds held 
less than one year. 

Varied publicity methods are be- 
ing drafted to encourage increased 
depositors, particularly among chil- 
dren and foreigners. 

As an additional attraction, Havs 
announces that depositors of $50 
or more will be given “a leather 
pocketbook for holding certificates 
of deposit in place of the heavy 
paper envelope as at present.”
